PENSIONS FOR 
CITY WORKERS 
ARE APPROVED 


Plan Effective November ! 
—Employees To Receive 
$25 Monthly 


Report ef City Commissioners 
R. J. Gibb and J, Hodgson regard- 
ing a pension scheme for civic 
employees, was approved of by 
the civic bylaws committee 
Thursday afternoon, and will be 
sent to the City Council for final 
adoption, the details to be work- 
ed out by commissioners and the | 
Federation of Civic Employees. 

The scheme is an alternative sug- 
gestion for the salary restoration of 
a minimum o three per cent which | 
the Federation originally requested. | 
This restoration would involve a} 
cost of $45,000 to the City, but the 
commissioners could not recom- 
mend anything beyond $30,000 or 
two per cent. 

COST $89,000 ANNUALLY
